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Quick Start Instructions 



When using the Foldable Keyboard for the first time, do the 
following: 

1 Open the Foldable Keyboard 



Step 1 

Press button on 
the front of the 
folded 
keyboard. 




Step 2 

Raise the lid 
and stand until 
they are fully 
extended. 
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Step 3 

Flip up the 
keyboard 
connector to its 
fully upright 
position. 




Step 4 

Pull out the left 
and right 
sections of the 
keyboard until 
the middle 
section pops 
up. 




Step 5 

Push the left 
and right 
sections of the 
keyboard 
together. 
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2 Install the Keyboard Driver onto 
your Pocket PC 

IMPORTANT: Before you install the keyboard driver, 
disable any other keyboard applications that you have 
installed on your Pocket PC to prevent conflicts. Make sure 
there is at least 100 Kb of free memory to install the driver. 

To install the driver on your Pocket PC do the following: 

Stepl Connect the Pocket PC to your desktop PC using 
the sync cable or the Pocket PC cradle. 

Step 2 Establish a connection between the computer and 
Pocket PC device by using Microsoft ActiveSync. 




Step 3 Insert the supplied CD into the CD-ROM drive. 

Step 4 Follow the on-screen instructions to install 
software. 

NOTE: If the CD does not auto run, you will need to install 
the driver manually. Do the following: 

1 Double-click the "My Computer" icon, then double-click 
the CD-ROM drive icon. 

2 Double-click the folder with the language name of your 
choice (example, "French"). 

3 Double-click the Setup.exe and follow the on-screen 
procedure. 
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3 Launch the Keyboard Driver 
software 

Step 1 Turn on your Pocket PC. 

Step 2 Tap Start, then tap Programs. 
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Step 3 Tap the "Foldable Keyboard" icon, then tap the 
"Enable Keyboard" check box.

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4 Connect the Foldable Keyboard 
to your Pocket PC 

Step 1 Place the Pocket PC onto the keyboard connector 
located at the top of the keyboard. 

Step 2 Gently slide the Pocket PC down as far as it will go. 

Charging Function 

To charge your Pocket PC while 
it is connected to the Foldable 
Keyboard, connect the DC plug 
of the AC adapter to the plug 
adapter (see illustration), then 
connect the plug adapter into 
the outlet on the left side of 
keyboard. 

NOTE: Before the plug adapter can be connected to the 
keyboard, you must first pull out the left and right 
sections of the keyboard until the middle section pops 
up (see Step 4 on Page 3). 

Configuring the Keyboard 

You can customize your foldable keyboard typing response 
in several ways: 

On your Pocket PC, tap the Foldable Keyboard icon and 
launch it. 

1 On your Pocket PC, tap the Foldable Keyboard icon. 

2 Select the Setting tab. 

3 Tap the check box for each of the following features you 
wish to activate: 
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Key Click - Tap the Enable Sound check box to hear a click 
every time you press a key. 

Repeat Delay Duration - Slide the Delay slide control to 
lengthen or shorten the time the keyboard waits before 
repeating a pressed key. The right side of the scale 
specifies a longer delay time. 

Repeat Rate - Slide the Key Repeat Rate slide control to 
speed up or slow down the rate at which the keyboard 
repeatedly displays a pressed key. The right side of the 
scale specifies a slower repeat rate. 

Key Test - Tap in the "Test here" field to enter characters 
from the keyboard.

3 In the top part of the window, select the hotkey 
combination you want to configure. 

4 In the bottom part of the window, select the application 
you want to assign to the hotkey combination. 

5 Tap the OK button at the top of the screen. This sets the 
key assignment and closes the window. 
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Frequently Asked 
Questions and 
Troubleshooting 

1 How do I uninstall the driver? 

Select Start > Settings > System tab > Remove 
Programs. Select Foldable Keyboard from the list of 
applications. Then press the Reset button on the Pocket 
PC for several seconds to allow your new settings to take 
effect. 

2 I pressed a key on the keyboard, but the letter did 
not register. How can this be corrected? 

Be sure the keyboard is securely connected to the Pocket 
PC. If the connection is secure and typed letters still do 
not register, you need to remove the keyboard driver 
from the Pocket PC, then reinstall it. 

3 What should I do if the right/left keyboard 
sections lock the slanted middle section when I 
close/open the keyboard, and I can't continue 
opening or closing the keyboard? 

Once you experience this situation, gently and fully 
extend the right/left key keyboard sections again. When 
the middle section drops back to a fully horizontal 
position, then you can open or close the keyboard again.
